LOS ANGELES - A pllot program to 
rid herbal stores of toxic Substances js 
being developed in Los Angeles, and 让 
Successful will be extended statewide. 

The joint effort between Chinese herbal 
stores and the State Food and Drug 
Administration (EDA) is seeking to 
eliminate those Chinese patent medications 
that may be lethal. Patent medications are 
Synthetically processed into pills, powders 
and capsules and differ from herbal 
medicines which are derived from plant and 
flowers. 

Retail food program Specialist Bob 
Greenhallgh and pharmacist Ray Wilson of 
State FEDA are collaborating with tbe 
Chinese Herbal Association of Southern 
California, and especially its president 
Erances Hong. 

The program intends to be educational 
rather than a policing action. The asSocia- 

tion and the State FEDA will first work

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A Lesson from the Hearing-Impaired

It may not seem obvious at first, but the 
Temarkable victory achieved by hearing- 
impaired people at Gallaudet University 
has lessons for Asian Americans. 

A coaliion of Gallaudet students， 
faculty and alumni shut down the Wash- 
ington, DC, university - the only liberal- 
arts institution of higher learning for the 
hearing impaired - for a week over the 
appointment of a normal-hearing woman to 
be president. 

The coalition protested vehemently and 
ultimately won. The board capitulated over 
last weekend and appointed a hearing- 
impaired person to be president a first for 
the university. It also elected as the new 
chairman a person with a 0 impair- 
ment also a first. 

All of this became 人 news and 
was prominently played on network 
newscasts, resulting in nationwide atten- 
tion on an issue that had been almost 

unheard of before - the civil rights of 
hearing impaired people. 

Hearing-impaired people saw an 
injustice, fought for their mights and won. 
They weren t going to tolerate an outsider - 
Someone who isn't hearing impaired - to 
run 3 key institution that serves them. 
Hearing-impaired people have suffered 
from discrimination for many years;, but 
their political courage in the Gallaudet case 
Should advance their cause. 

The Gallaudet victory made me feel 
good and gave me 3a vicarious thrill about 
people selzing control of their lives. 

No parallel case can be made for Asian 
Americans. In the late '60s, Asian Ameri- 
can students fought successfully for the 
right to have Asian American Studies 
programs at various universities. They 
joined forces with black students who 
demanded black studies programs. 

But for the most parb Asian Americans 
have been swept along on the coattails of 
Civil rights gains won by courageous black 
and white Amencans in the 1960s. 

Certainly, Some Asian Americans put 
their lives onthe line for the general civil- 
rights struggles 20 years ago, but my guess 
is that many Asian Americans don't 
appreciate or understand this history. In a 
way, nOn-Asians would be justified if they 
criticize Asian Americans for not being in 
the front lines of the civil-rights battles. In 
shoru Asian Americans haven't paid their 
dues. 

To be fair, other relatively powerless 
groups, such as Hispanics, women, the 


physically disabled and homosexuals, rode 
the Same coattails and used the legal 
principles established in the 1960s to win 
their battles. 

Asian American activists fought more 
targeted battles, such as bilingualism in 
education and voting, and liberalized 
immigration policies. The ongoing work of 
avariety of Asian American civil rights . 
organizations, including Chinese for 
Affirmative Action, the Coalition for 
Redress and Reparations, the Asian Law 
Caucus and others, ls gutsy, necessary and 
thankless. We' ve all benefitted from their 
hard work. 

There are go00d reasons why Asian 
Americans don'thave a Gallaudet-type 
Victory to galvanize them. The primary 
reason is diversity of interests. While 
people with hearing problems represent the 
Wide spectrum of humanity - people of all 
colors and socioeconomic circumstances - 
they shared cne affiction in common: their 
disability and society's insensitivity to 
their problem. 

Asian Americans can't claim one Single 
“disability.”We have bits and pieces of 
“disabilities”while at the same tme, we 
have bits and pieces of successeS. 

The Asian American population has 
multiple roots - Japan, China, Vietnam， 
Cambodia, Korea, Thailand, the Philip- 
pines, India, and more. It is generally SPlit 
into two generational camps - the “older 
Asian Americans of Japanese and Chinese 
heritage versus the “newer” Asian Ameri- 
cans from Vietnam, the Philippines, Korea， 
other Southeast Asian countries and some 
ethnic Chinese from all sorts of places. 

Historic political and cultural differ- 
ences Continue to Separate Some of us, Or at 
least make us Somewhat ignorant Or 
intolerant of one another s past and present 
circumstances. 

The old vs. new differentiation makes 
understandable our varying perspectives 
about our place in American Society. 
Relatively speaking, the“old”Asian 
Americans probably feel more integrated 
in America than the “new”Asian Ameri- 
cans. (Even “old”Asian Americans 
Shouldn't rest too comfortably, however, as 
reminders are persistent that other Ameri- 
cans SoOmetimes Still consider us foreigners 
in OU Own homeland.) 

No one issue unites all Asian Ameri- 
cans. Take the case of alleged discrimina- 
tion against Asian American admissions at 
some top-level American universities, Like 
others, I consider it unjust that there's an 


apparent ceiling to the number of Asian 
Americans that can be admitted, butIdon't 
think this issue wins alot of sympathy 
from non-Asians, partially because there 'S 
aperception that Asian Americans do 
exceptionaly well in academalcs， 

Bilingual education and Immigration 
policy are close to the heart of Asian 
American newcomers, but aren'tall that 
Important to third- and fourth-generation 
Asian Americans. Similarly, reparations 
for Japanese Americans interned during 
World War II hits home, for obvious 
Ieasons, with Japanese Americans, but 
much less so for other Asian Americans， 

Political power should mean a lot to all 
Asian Americans, but despite Signs that a 
Political consciousness is beginning to take 
hold, relatively few Asian Americans 
choose to become entangled in the intrica- 
cles of the American political process， 

The battle to block the appointment of 
Daniel Lungren to be California treasurer 
Signals a more SOphisticated understanding 
among Asian Americans of their growing 
political clout. As has been reported by me 
and others, Asian American political 
activists initiated the protest campaign that 
has thus far resulted in a legal stalemate on 
the appointment. Republicans counter- 
attacked by rallying Republican Asian 
Americans to Support Lungren. 

Asian Americans loyal to both major 
Political parties played key roles in the 
Lungren debate. Their collective ethnicities 
weren tthe determining factors; their 
political views were.

between the So-called “Fifth Generation ”of 
Chinese film directors, headed by Wu 
Tianming, director of the Xian Film 
Studio, and the old guard represented by 
Wu Yigong, head of the Shanghai Film 
Studio. 

The controversy Started in the summer 
of 1986 when a young critic, Zhu Dake, in 
the Shanghai newspaper 凤 enpziBao 
attacked the films of Xie Jin (Two stage 
SiStery, tpe Legend orTia1yU MoGID) 
as“cinematic Confucianism,” with dated 
ideology and a“manipulative and tear- 
jerking”aesthetic. 

WuYigong,as studio head， 人 
the producer of Xie Jin's last two 人 包 ms， 
gave a Speech in March 1987 that, while 站 
did not directly attack the “Fifth Genera- 
tion”or defend Xie Jin, criticized those 
directors who are content to have art house 
successes Overseas, instead of pleasing the 
masses athome. Wu argued for more 
Sophisticated entertainment that would 
please audiences both home and abroad. 

According to film critic Tony Rayns, a 
Hong Kong based writer and critic know1l- 
edgeable about fllms in the Far East the 
printing of Wu's Speech “helped launch the 
revived campaign against "bourgeois 
liberalism” spearheaded by hard-left 
ideologues such as Deng Liqun and Hu 
Qiaomu. It won loud support from the Film 
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Scene om "4 Big Parade "by Chem 开 ai18e 


Bureau, the office that oversees all aspects 
of the film industry and film culture in 
China, and it caused a large Shiver through 
the industry itself, even among Some who 
had not greeted the “new wave "films with 
particular enthusiasm. 

“The effects have largely remained 
hidden: a canceled project here, an ex- 
tended struggle against cenSoOrship there. 
Ironically, the victims included Xie Jin，

TIHE MANY LIVES OF 


DR WOO

THE COMMITTEE CHARGED WITH SELECTING 
the annual winner of the Nobel Pnze for 
physics used to ask Dr Chia-Wei Woo for 
a_nomination each year. No longer.“I 
Was too honest,”explains the Shanghai- 
born physicist and president of San Fran- 
cisco_ State University.”“One -year there 
Was TO-one deserving of the prize，and 
TI told them so， They no longer ask for 
Imy Opinion.” 

Woo won't reveal when lt happeiied 
to avold embarrassing the physlcist who 
won the Nobel Pnze that year, but it's not 
the first time the naturalized American 
citizen has gone hls own way. When he 
arrived in the US from Honhg Kong at the 
age of 17 on the way to a college in 
Kentucky，he chose to make part of the 
jourmey in a train compartment restricted 
to blacks 一 in 1955，segregation Was the 
law in much of the United States， 

“The conductor came up to me 
Woo remembers,“and told me 开 was in 
the wrong place becauseIwas not black.I 
Wasnt a Negro,， and [ was not whlte，but 
there were only two cholces，whlte or 
Negro. So I said I was comtftortable staying 
Where 工 was. Little things like that are 
amusing，yet one can put a lot of sense 
into lt.” 

His jlist of amusing incidents flled 
with meaning continues to grow.“Isnt 
it totaly incredible,” he asked a San 
Francisco audience in accepting a 
humanitarian award last year， “that in 
this day and age we are sttl gliving out 
awards to people for thelir contribution 
toward the emination of raclism?”Asian- 
Americans _ have not yet achieved the 
position in Our national life that they ve 
earned. No Asian-American has ever 
been appointed to the US Small Busi- 
ness_ Administration 一 even though 
has been said _ that Asian-Americans 
permeate the world of small business. 
Among the nearly 150 people who have 
been appointed to the US National 
Science Board since 1950，not one has 
been an Asian，despite the stereotyping 
that Asian-Americans excel in Sclence and 
technology.”A few months later，minor- 
ity students staged an angry confrontation 
outside Woo's _ University offtice amid 
charges of racial discnimination. 

Woo's personable， ”unassuming 


manner cloaks 3a lifetime of prodigious 
accomplishments. At 17，while stll in 
Hong Kong，he wrote newSpaper articles 
for pocket money and classical Chinese 
poetry tor fun. He was a ranked comi- 


petitor in foil，sabre and epee fencing， 
and when he graduated from Hong Kong's 
Pui :Ching High School he spoke no 
English. “The only time II had to use 
English was in tencing matches,， Woo 
explains. “One word here，one word 
there，plidgin English.”Now，at 51，he 
is the first Chinese-Armencan. to head a 
US unlverslty. 

Brilliance helps， matched with 
endless hours of hard work. As an admin- 
istrator，Woo has cut his workday to a 
mere 14 hours. His coftee mug，a gif 


，from former co-workers at the Unliversity 


of _ California at San Diego， proclalms 
“workaholic” in scarjlet letters: He doesnt 
dispute the title. “TI have a family and 
children,”he explains matter-of-factly. “ 工 
dont even remember how the three 
grOown ones lo0ked when they were little. 
That was the life of a physicist.”

His wife Yvonne uses her 
Western name，gained dunng her years 
as a Student at a French_ elementary 
School in Shanghai，but the rest of the 
family has clung to what Woo calls their 
“real” names.。 The four children were 
given Chinese first names and Western 
Second names， 

If names are a Source of pnde，they 
are alSoO a Source of frustration，a coOnstant 
reminder that discnmination still lurks 
beneath the Surface.“It's rather Subtle,” 
he explains. 一 “Its unconscious。 [It's 
not :outright discnmination; it's just 


callous assumption .” 

Its an assumption that could have 
cost one of his Sons 3a Spot in graduate 
School.“A couple of them wrote back and 
said 'Our quota for foreign students is 
already flled，”Woo says with a trace of 
bitterness. “When you have a Chinese 
name they don't even bother to look at 
the Second line，where it asks where you 
were borm. If you had a Polish name，oOr 
anything else，they wouldn't assume that 
you are forelgn. 

But Woo hasn't jlet any lingenng 
bitterness Slow his career. In September， 
he ls slated to become founding presldent 
of Hong Kong's new University of Science 
and Technology (the sozcalled Third 
University).“All my life Tve wanted to be 
a bndge between education and Society， 
between technology and _ industry，and 
)etween China and the US,”he says. 
“How oftten ls it that a sclentist and 
educator 1$ offered an Opportunity to Start 
a university from ground zero?2” 

It was an acclident that led Woo into 
academia. Even after feeling the turmoll 
of Shanghal in 1947-48 for Taiwan and 
then Hong Kong，Woo's family always 
assumed that he would follow his father's 
path and study in the US，When he 
arrived at Georgetown College in Ken- 
tucky and discovered that there was no 
englineerng department，Woo chose the 
next best thing: physSics， 

“In my generation, ”he says,“Ssclence 
was god，The future _ throughout high 
School was to work hard, make contnbu- 
tions to the mother country so that some- 
day，everybody gets to eat， The way to 
tbhat blue sky 1s through Sclence，bnut 
many of us were lured into thinking that 
Sclence means mathematics and theoreti- 
cal physlcs rather than Practical things. 
II were not bom Chinese in this gen- 
eration, ”Woo adds wisttully，“I would 
have gone into humanlties and history， 
Eve always been _ interested in the Silk 
Road, It was a_Chinese looking for the 
Roman Empire, 

Physics has been kind to Woo. A PhD 
from Washington Unlverslty in St Louls 
and research at the newly created UC San 
Diego led to _a-profesSsorship at North- 
western University in Chicago，UCSD 
lured him back as provost of Revelle 


College in 1979, and then four years later 
he became president of San Francisco 
9State University.

What Woo's university will not be is 
another Super-institution like Stanford. 
“What do you think Stanford's budget is 
every year” he asks  rhetorically. 
“There's a direct budget and related costs 
on the order of USS1 billion a year. 
9Stanford really moved up after World War 
JI，Bnut theyve put in 40 years. Hong 
Kong hasn't got USS1 billion in all of its 
unlversities added together，And Hong 
了 Kong hasn't got 40 years.” 

Nor does he lack for potential pro- 
jects. Hong Kong's current labour short- 
age ofters an Opportunity to increase 
automation and move up the technology 
ljadder. “You can't just make toys and 
build bulldings,”Woo says.“To go into 
really high preclision work，youve got to 
move into automation.” 

As always，there are Specific plans 
behind the words. A favourite is what 
Woo calls a“double joint venture”with 
Hong Kcng in the middle.“To transfer 


technology between industnial nations and 
the developing world is very difficult 一 
there's no capital for it. Hong Kong can 
use Some of its capital in the 9ilicon 
Valley，getting into smaller middle- or 
hi-tech industry as a joint venture，train 
the managers and the engineers，then 
take it to Hong Kong， For a few years， 
Hong Kong gets its capital back and 
makes money. Then Hong Kong can go 
into a joint venture with a developing 
country, turning the positions around and 
[selling] the technology, Hong Kong can 
be a very good middleman.” 

-Hong Kong can also be a very prac- 
tical middleman 一 importing，using and 
exporting whatever level of technology 
best Sults the project at hand. Woo polints 
to recent changes in integrated circulits. A 
few years ago，three-inch wafers，the 
pure Silicon foundation for integrated 
circults，wWere standard， Today，SIxX-inch 
wafers are the latest innovation . 

“But there's sbll a lot of use for four- 
inch wafers,” Says Woo，the practical 
technology'specialist.“ 了 Even three-inch is 
still quite useful in Third World countnies. 
You need the kind of technology that fits 
your economy, not the highest technology 
-you can buy. If there 1s any hurt pride 
because of that，it means the country 1s

vanity. In China，after 1978，when Deng 
took over，you can See that kind of view. 
They wanted the best， In some cases， 
they pald for and got the best，then 
couldn't use it. Where they did produce 
products，nobody could use them. You 
cant have the latest computer without the 
latest software.

“Around '80 or "81，China had what 
We here [in the US] referred to as a 
Tecession. They took another look and 
decided that it was the wrong way. China 
started going for what you'd call 'simplest' 
technology.，Pnde does not come from 
reaching the frontier overnight， It's 
not how far，but how fast，you are catch- 
ing up.”Technology is important，but 
the mght kind of technology is vital， 
Says Woo. 

9o ls along-term outlook.“Ilke stuff 
that takes a long time to develop,”Woo 
SayS cheerfully. “When the real resujts 
come，[ won't be here any more. That's 
the thing with institutions whose lives are 
in decades.” 

He is, as his American fnends would 
Say,，grabbing the opportunlty and running 
with lt.“I will be joining the ranks of 
expatnate Amencans when LI go to Hong 
Kong,”he told San Francisco reporters， 
“and Tm goling to get others to join me. 
ITm going to try to brain drain California.”
